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do Beginning in Yarch 1950, a special investigation was made by the North 
Korean governaent of People's Army soldiers whose families had fled to 
Seuth Korea sinee the end of the war in 1945. These soldiers are to be 
transferred te Manchuria for service under Soviet direction there. The 
plan was originally formed in way 499 by the Sovieta for implementation 
Ww. 1950. 


Za Transfers are scheduled for three periods: hay, September, and December 
4950; the exact dates have not been announced. The pretext given out for 
the achion is that these personnel will receive special Soviet training. 


r Une special platoon, selected from among the troops of three People’s 
arny divisiona in June 1950 was being prepared for special training in the 
USSR.
